'STRONG OPPOSITION 
TO THE POLICY OF 
GROUP COLONIZATION 


Cagary, Jan. 23.—Opposing the pol- 
icy of group colonization, especially 
of people from central Europe, the 
United Farm Women of Alberta pass- 
ed a resolution of protest at the clos- 
ing session of the annual convention 
on Friday afternoon. The resolution 
arose out the report of Mrs. R. Price, 
convener of immigration, in which 
she referred to a proposed coloniza- 
tion schemu whereby one hundred 
families will be brought to northern 
Alberta this spring under the Clan- 
denald system! and the proposal of 
the White Star Steamship line and 
the Canadian National railway to 
bring from five to seven lhousand 
immigrants from Jugo-Slavia and 
place them on the land under what is 
known as the parish settlement plan. 
The latter, Mrs. Price explained, are 
Catholics, and_ will bring their own 
priests. 

It was tlie opinion of the conven- 
tion that group colonization, whereby 
these newcomers were practically se- 
grated, was derogatory to the assimil- 
iation of these non-English speaking 
people, and that it made Canadianiza- 
tion almost impossible. To quote one 
speaker, it was building up many lit- 
tle countries within the boundaries of 
Canada, instead of making one great 
nation.

A goodly number of wemen were 
present in Wesley Hall on Monday 
afternoon to listen to an address by 
Miss McCorkindale. Her theme was 
temperance education and her obser- 
vations of the question in Australia, 
England and in Scotland, where she 
attended the world’s convention at 
Edinburgh. She said at the outset 
that public speaking never won out, 
but it helped us to catch the gleam, to 
know what others are doing along the 
same line. : 

In her campaign for work in Aus- 
tralia, she found some women much 
harder to approach than men. They 
lead a narrower life, have less time 
for reading, have not the same oppor- 
tunity of mingling with the crowds 
and exchanging views with each oth- 
er, consequently are more decided in 
the old ideas along lines of medical 
and social temperance. They are also 
‘more afraid of change in the manner 
(of living, which makes them more 
susceptible to such wet propaganda 
as consequent unemployment, so of- 
ten put up by the brewers and dis- 
tillers, especially in the old country. 
All these misunderstandings may be 
corrected by education along scienti- 
fic lines.

In teaching youth, she would not 
hold up extreme consequence} of 
drink. Youth is not easily frighten- 
ed. But they can never be what they 
may be if they tamper and flirt with 
that which poisons the brain, be- 
cause the brain controls the body, 
mind and soul. 

It is two hundred years since Lord 
Chesterfield made that memorable 
speech in the British parliament, 
against licensing the liquor traffic, 
and made the first plea for prohibi- 
tion, instead. Today all ‘they pos- 
sess, time, money, grain, the finest 
things in life, are mixed up with this 
trade, eating into the national life. 

Owing to historical distances Eng- 
land and Scotland know little of each 
other. But there is a life and death 
struggle going on in both countries. 
Scotland seems the better equipped. 
Her white ribbon army numbers two 
to one of England’s, 8000 in 1,000,000 
population. We in Canada must be 
careful to lay a foundation which 
will not perpetuate the struggle of 
the old countries. 

In the evening, Miss McCorkindale 
addressed a mixed audience.

countries and conditions of living, 
Everywhere she met the same crying 
need for temperance education in or- 
der to meet successfully the general 
awakening to the harmful influence 
and unsurmountable. hindrancs. of al- 
cohol. She would teach the scientific 
facts everywhere especially to the 
mothers and youth, and people will 
form their own opinions and’ make 
laws in accordance with their -con- 
victions. Education, law, and obed- 
ience to the law go hand in hand. 

We are building a bridge that will 
make the highway of life safer and 
the nation great in the possession of 
its people, But it will demand sacri- 
fice, sacrifice of time, energy, money, 
Sacrifice was the keynote of the

1925 Wheat Crop 

In view of the conflicting state- 
iments which have been broadcast 
concerning — the extent of Alberta's 
wheat crop of 1925, Colin G. Groff, 
publicity commissioner for the — pro- 
vince, on behalf of the provincial de- 
partment of agriculture, has issued 
the following statement in accord- 
ance with the best facts obtainable, 
and which supplements the statement 
given by Hon. George Hoadley, min- 
ister of agriculture, to the Manitoba 
Free Press last week. 

It is now fairly certain from thresh- 
ers’ returns recelved by the depart- 
ment, that average yleld of all wheat 
over the total acreage will be main- 
tained at 18 bushels, which is some- 
what higher than at first estimated. 
The total acreage is placed at 5,719,- 
749, on which an average of 18 bus- 
hels gives a total yleld of 103,990,482, 
or approximately 104,000,000 bushels, 
Allowing approximately 9,000,000 bus- 
hels for seed, this leaves a total for 
marketing of approximately 95,000, 
000 bushels,

DEFICIT IS CUT ON 
YEAR’S OPERATIONS 
PREMIER’S REPORT 


Calgary, Jan, 23.—That the provin- 
clal government will close its books 
for the year 1925 with a deficit of 
only some $390,000 was the statement 
made on Friday by Premier Brownlee 
at the concluding session of the U.F.A. 
convention, in the first campaign 
speech he has made to supporters of 
the government since assuming office 
as its leader. 

The premier at some length review- 
ed the record of the farmer govern- 
ment since it took office in 1921, em- 
phasizing the fact that in spite of the 
difficult period through which it had 
passed, very considerable economies 
had been effected without lowering 
the standard of the services provided. 

In comparing the position of Al- 
Iberta with that of Ontario and Sas- 
katchewan, the speaker pointed out 
that despite the peculiar problems 
which the government has had to face 
it had come through in much better 
condition than the other provinces, 
| Among the reforms effected have 
been extensive reductions in the 
overhead expenditure of practically 
all departments, satisfactory progress 
j with the settloment of the Lethbridge 
‘Northern irrigation scheme, amelior- 
ation of the freight rates problem and 
the transfer of the natural resources 
ito the province. 
| In dealing with this question, the 
premier, in announcing that’ the 
agreement of transfer has finally been 
completed, emphasized the fact that 
this does not remove all the financial 
difficulties which the province faces, 
but ‘presents a number of additional 
problems. He predicted that the 
transfer would be made before the 
: of the present year whether or 
| 


not a change of government occurs 
at Ottawa, 

The object of the government, said 
the premier, is to continue its policy 
of economy as far as possible with- 
out interfering with the services pro- 
vided, and at the same time set aside 
something as a sinking fund to take 
care of maturing obligations of the 
province. Ags soon as the transfer of 
the resources becomes effective, it is 
the intention of the government, tho 
}premler stated, to go into the whole 
field of revenue and expenditure so 
as to place the financing of the pro- 
vince on a more efficient and satis- 
factory basis, 

Steps have already been taken, it 
was stated, to meet a further probable 
appeal against the recent decision of 
the railway commission on the Crows- 
nest rates favoring the west. 

The seed grain relief policy of the 
former government had been super: 
seded by the debt adjustment act, un- 
‘der which friendly intervention be- 
tween debtors and creditors is being 
arranged, 

In connection with the distribution 
moasure which is at present under 
consideration, the premier announced 
that this is now in the hands of a 
committee which will shortly have a 
recommendation to make to the 
house, Little hope was expressed by 
the speaker that the redistribution 
would involve any reduction in the 
number of seats as this would be con- 
sidered a backward step in view of 
the growing position of the province.

act was not operative at the begin- 
ning of 1924. For the eight months 
of that year covered by the opera- 
tions of the board, as reported to 
the last legislature, the net profits 
were $1,020,824. The 1925 figures are 
therefore slightly in advance of the 
proportionate figures for 1924. In 
both cases they represent the entire 
net revenues received from vendor's 
sales and beer licenses. 

Premier Brownlee, in giving out 
this statement of the year’s liquor 
operations, declined to make any com- 
ment as to whether the government 
is pleased with the figures or other- 
wise.

Too Much Mind of His Own

The pouting, sulky, obstinate child 
who harbors grudges and bears malice 
is seriously handicapped. These qual- 
ities should be studied and corrected, 
for if they are allowed to grow they 
develop hatred and suspicion—always 
leading to unhappiness. 

Sometimes the simplest way to. 
manage an obstinate child is to face 
him or her with his own problem. 
A woman, remarkable for her intelli- 
gence and poise told me that when 
six years of age’ she overheard her 
parents seriously discussing her fu- 
ture. She had indulged in a fit of 
obstinacy that day and nothing could 
shake her out of her sulky silence, 
They were worried for they foresaw ,

She listened, saw the point, and, 
she, herself, began to control the un- 
fortunate tendency. The unusual part 
of the incident is that she was very, 
very young. We too often minimize 
the intelligence of children, failing 
to seo they listen to reasonable argu: 
ments, even when a few years old.

FORMER MILLET MAN 
HAS JAPANESE DINNER 


The following is an extract from a 
letter from Roger Howes, giving an 
account of a “real Japanese dinner” 
at Kobe, Japan; while he was en 
route to Shanghai: 

“Our driver took us almost to the 
door of the restaurant where we were 
to meet the others for dinner. The 
guide very kindly showed us the re- 
maining distance. The rest of the 
party were not in sight, but a brief 
review of the shoes at the door show- 
ed that they had already arrived. We 
proceeded to remove our shoes, and 
were conducted upstairs to an empty 
room. In vain we tried to make them 
understand that we were looking for 
others there.

ROMANCE HALTS 


WITH ARRESTS 


The romance of two young people 
who arrived in the city a few days 


ago from a small town in Ontario 


was brought to a sadden halt on Sat- 
urday evening when the couple were 
arrested by the city police and are 
being held on a number of charges of 
obtaining goods by false pretences 
and of forgery. 

The girl is Violet Krang, alias 
Fisher, Spencer, Rogers, Jones, and 
other names, a demure, well dressed 
young lady of nineteen summers, 
while the man fn the case is Clarence 
Ronald Wilson, aged 26, who is said 
to have a wife and family in the 
east. Both appeared in the police 
court Monday morning and their cases 
were set down for hearing on Thurs- 
day. 

It is alleged that the girl obtained 
goods and money from different 
stores in the city by the use of 
forged checks which she presented 
in payment for purchases. In one 
instance she visited a city jewelry 
store and offered a check for $50 in 
payment of a wrist watch which cost 
considerably less. The jeweler did 
not have the change in the store and 
gave his personal check for the dif- 
ference. This she did not cash, and 
when she was arrested, it was found 
in her purse. The man is charged 
with forging the checks. 

After spending some days in the 
city the pair went to Wetaskiwin 
for a brief visit and when they re- 
turned to Edmonton they are alleg- 
ed to have brought back with them a 
new name for use in forged docu- 
ments. At one of the Edmonton 
banks the girl is said by the police 
to have offered a check bearing the 
name of George F, Root, made out 
for $150. The bank cashier did not 
take any chances however, and told 
the girl that he would communicate 
with the southern branch and get 
the check O.K.'’ed before the money 
could be paid out. He was so much 
impressed by her charming ways, 
however, that he offered to advance 
her the sum of $10 out of his own 
account, 

It was the Wetaskiwin visit which 
led mainly to the arrest of the pair. 
The hotel at which they stopped in 
that city was able to furnish the Ed- 
monton police with a good description 
of both and: hearing that they had 
returned to Edmonton, the police, 
who in the meantime, had been busy 
investigating other cases, at once got 
busy.. They were located at an Ed- 
monton hotel and the arrest of Wilson 
was first made by Detectives Neilson 
and McDonald. While the man was 
being held in custody at the hotel the 
girl returned from a shopping tour

HINTS ON BREEDING 
MILK PRODUCERS 


(By J. H. Cook) 

Tho question is often asked, “How 
much should I spend for a bull for 
best results from my herd?’ 

Generally speaking ;we should say 
it depends upon the efficiency of the 
herd, but we should also say, it de- 
ponds on tho efficiency of the man. 

From what I have observed in my 
work as milk tester, I should say 
that in some cases the farmer would 
not be justified in paying very much 
for a bull. He does not feed for pro- 
duction and the high producing ani- 
mal would soon deteriorate in his 
hands. Heo Is only capable of feed- 
ing low producing animals, so why 
buy high producing animals at a 
high price? 

The selection of a bull should be 
made with the view of raising the 
standard of the herd, and the higher 
the standard of the herd the more 
difficult the task of selecting a bull 
to raise the standard — still higher. 
With a herd of cows averaging 400 
pounds of butterfat per year, a farm- 
er must aim higher on a bull than if 
they aro between 200 and 300 pound 
cows, if ho does not, progress is im- 
possible. It is also a tragedy to see 
how little thought ts given to herd 
improvement in some cases. This ap- 
plies to poor feeding as well as poor 
breeding, 

What is the uso of breeding bet- 
ter if we do not feed better? 

Tho one without the other is like 
a bird with one wing. To say noth- 
ing about better breeding, there are 
hundreds of cows in Alborta that are 
kept at a loss that would yield profit: 
ablo returns if they received enough 
of tho right kind of feed. It is one 
thing to fill a cow up, but a° quite 
different thing to feed her, That is 
a man's job, 

In selecting a bull its well to know 
something about his dam and grand- 
dam, He should be descended from 
n long ne of pure blood as that is 
what gives him power to transmit his 
qualities to his offspring, Just oa

scrubs. He will transmit his poor 
qualities just as surely as good ones. 

It is unfortunate that there are 
breeders turning out pure bred, reg: 
istered stock and about its only qual- 
ification is that it is registered. 

We are not discounting the registra- 
tion of pure bred animals, but a vice 
is often a virtue carried too far. 
While it is true in a general sense 
“that like produces like” there are al- 
ways some exceptions and it is these 
exceptions that we ‘need to guard 
against. Because an animal is regis- 
tered it does not always signify that 
it is better than a grade animal. 

It brings us back to the old saying 
“Handsome js that handsome does,” 
so when we want either a bull or a 
cow, let us find out if possible what 
records are back of them. 

All breeders have the opportunity 
of testing their animals for “record 
of performance” and securing certifi- 
cates of production, but so long as 
we are satisfied to take what they 
have to offer, I suppose we cannot 
blame them or score one against 
‘them, but the time is surely coming 
when they shall be obliged to test 
whether they want to or not. 

You and I will want to know some- 
thing about what we are buying. We 
shall be educated up to the point 
where we will not be satisfied to 
spend several years breeding stock 
and then to find that we have been 
making far less than nothing. 

Here is the record of two bulls. 
Bull No. 1 bred to cows with average 
of 351 pounds butterfat. His heifers 
from these cows averaged 588 pounds 
butterfat per year, Bull No. 2, bred 
to cows with avearge of 499 pounds 
butterfat. His daughters from these 
cows averaged 290 pounds butterfat 
per year, These two records were 
found through a cow testing associa- 
tion. Who will compute the loss sus- 
tained by using an inferior sire. 

When it comes to getting a super- 
jor animal, a few dollars is neither 
here nor there. It is then very easy 
to be “penny wise and pound foolish.” 

Hoping this may be some help to 
Solving the bull problem—J. H. Cook, 
milk tester for Millet, Wetaskiwin 
and Bittern Lake districts.
